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Final Copy 1.2 
A personal word processor 
with style.

Final Copy is a fairly new word processor by Softwood Inc. 
It is a simple to use word processor, based on the WYSIWYG 
paradigm. Unlike previous word processors available for the 
Amiga, Final Copy uses outline fonts. This means it prints text to 
your printer in graphics format, at the highest resolution you have 
selected. Final Copy allows you to include IFF pictures in a 
document, resizing them as you wish. It is similar to PageStream, 
or Professional Page in this regard. It is different, in that it uses 
Nimbus Q type fonts, instead of Postscript, or Compugraphic fonts. 


It comes with fonts equivalent to what is normally found in 
a Postscript printer, so there is a variety. Final Copy also can 
output Postscript to a printer or file. I was looking for an easy way 
to take a basic ASCII file, like the documentation to a PD program, 
and be able to quickly produce a nice readable copy. Final Copy 
excels in this area. 


Unlike ProPage 2.1, which I had been using, Final Copy 
takes less RAM, and less work to get the results I want. Let me 
explain... With ProPage, I would have to start the program, go the 
the "page setup" and guess the number of pages the file would 
take, import the text and then work on it, adding pages if I had 
guessed wrongly. To manipulate the text, I would have to go back 
and forth, to the page gadget, and select the page I was working 
on, since I couldn’t just scroll down to the next page like I can with 
Final Copy. The sluggishness of ProPage, in my system 
(practically running out of RAM) made the process tedious. Final 
Copy seems more responsive, for this simple type of work, though 
it is no match for ProPage when the job at hand is more complex,

Q: What is this program? 

A: This program is a utility that makes life so much easier in the 
world of telecommunications. The purpose of this is to use one 
program to de-archive a variety of files at one time. Usually, 
people tend to batch download several files from several BBS’s 
before de-archiving them. This will make it MUCH easier to do 
just that. 


Q: What formats of compression are supported? 

A: Several (if not all) different formats are supported. Such as 
WaRP, Disk MaSher, LHWarp, ZIP, Lharc (both LZH and LHA), 
ARC, ZOO, ARJ, ZAP, PAK, EXE, and RUN. It has come to my 
attention that there are a few different archives that use the PAK 
extension. The first kind and the most often used is self-extracting. 
This program will extract the files of that type. Because of the less 
popular type of PAK files, I have designed a section that requires 
input from the user, as to which method of d-compression the user 
would like to use. More on this later. If D-COMPRESS would 
happen to abort on a PAK file with some kind of return code, just 
re-run the program and select the other option. 


Q: How do I run it? 

A: Two ways: from the icons on the Workbench, or from the CLI 
by simply typing the name of the program, such as D- 
COMPRESS, if it is in your C:. This version of de-compress now 
has command line arguments, explained later on in this file.

Amiga SIG

This month, Duncan Scott will be showing us what he does 
with his Amiga 3000 and GVP’s Impact Vision 24. Duncan 
is a Pittsburgh videographer creating 3D animations for 
commercial and industrial clients. The Impact Vision 24 is 
multi-function 24-bit graphics board that fits into the video 
slot of both the Amiga 2000 and the Amiga 3000. It 
provides the following features: a 1.5MB framebuffer (which 
allows the display of 16 million colors in non-interlaced 
mode), a realtime framegrabber/digitizer (in standard 4,096 
colors or 16 million colors), flicker-eliminator (for de- 
interlaced high resolution screens and even extemal live 
video), simultaneous component video (RGB) out, 
composite video out and S-VHS out (allowing you record 
anything you see on your Amiga monitor to video tape), and 
picture-in-picture (PIP) display. The board is bundled with 
the following software: Caligari-IV24 (3D modelling and 
rendering program), Scala for video titling, and MacroPaint- 
IV24 (a 2D 16 million color paint program). Duncan will 
describe the work he does and show some of the animations 
he has created. 


We will also have a video from the Orange County Amiga 
Friends User Group which interviews their user group 
members about their use of the Amiga to produce Amiga 
graphics and animations. 


This is a meeting you won't want to miss. I hope to see you 
at the Sunday March 15 meeting. 


Last month I demoed Imagine 2.0, the Firecracker 24 
graphics card, and the Digital Sound Studio (sound sampler 
and software). Many people had questions and I saw a few 
new faces at the SIG meeting. I only wish I had more time 
to spend discussing various aspects of the Amiga's hardware 
and software. 


For April, I’m planning on demoing Maple V, a 
tremendously powerful program for mathematical 
computation (both symbolic and numeric) and scientific 
visualization. Maple V allows you to determine integrals 
and derivatives, for example. It can do this symbolically. 
For example, if you give it a complex function, it will work 
out the integral. If you give it specific limits within which to 
integrate, it will provide a numerical answer to what ever 
precision you desire. (Of course, it might take a while to 
figure it out to 300 decimal places!) In addition, your results 
can be easily graphed in 2D and 3D, using cartesian or polar 
coordinates (plus others). It will also produce plots of 2D 
and 3D parametric equations which are especially useful for 
3D objects (like toruses and ellipsoids). Maple V is very 
comprehensive, including over 2,000 functions. But if what 
you want doesn’t happen to be included, you can easily 
extend Maple V to include the mathematical objects you 
want. If you use mathematics in your work, or are studying 
mathematics, or you just like math for recreation (and who 
doesn’t?), this is a must have program. Although somewhat 
expensive at $450, it is well worth the price if you use it.

DOM 107 - This disk comes to us from NYCig/Kids 
Computer News and features a lot of nice hi-res 
graphics for the C64. 


DIGI-PYRO, Digital Pyrotechnics, is a fascinating 
program showing the spatial relations of sprites that are 
changed by manipulating the joystick in port one. The 
plots, vectors, etc. are all displayed at the bottom of the 
screen. The numbers change constantly in response to 
the joystick movements. The opening screen initially 
shows a circular pattern of sprites. Moving the joystick 
changes the angle of view of the circle, which now is 
obviously a cylinder. Each time the joystick is moved, 
the pattern of the sprites and angle of view changes. 
This is a visually interesting program. We had a lot of 
fun playing around with it. 


SPIRIT OF ART takes 2.22 minutes to load from the 
menu. I got an out-of-memory error using a Fastload 
cartridge. Load from the directory or by typing load 
"spirit of art". The screen fills with a message. At the 


music and art demo starts. Hit the spacebar to start the 
demo. The scrolling credits are impressive. There was 
a little screen jitter in the upper right corner (my 
monitor?). Hit Run/Stop to quit. 


SMOOTH CRIMINAL loads from the menu. This 
European music and graphics demo features 
Moonwalker. 


JUGGLER is Bubbles V1.0, based on the Amiga 
Juggler by Eric Graham. This is the three-dimensional 
juggler that was featured on the Amiga demo 
screen...on the C64. Nice!! 


RATTS_MOVIE/ATM is a hi-res space ship movie. 


SIDE_TWO from Kids Computer News, loads from the 
menu and features science programs. There are text 
files to accompany most of the programs. They can be 
read from any word processor or text editor.
